A MESSAGE FROM YOUR SELECTMEN 


The year 1973 certainly was a very active one 
for the Town of Sunapee. We were in the midst of 
Our water and sewer construction projects. During 
the summer, construction was also startéd on the 
new junior-senior high school. Bonds for all three 
projects were sold during the year. 


During the construction for the water and sewer 
projects many inconveniences have occurred, 
such as broken water mains, dust conditions, de- 
tours and what have you. We want to thank the 
people for being so understanding and patient dur- 
ing this time. Fire insurance rates for the Town in 
general, will benefit, due to the extension of water 
mains, the addition of more fire hydrants, and the 
new seven hundred thousand gallon water storage 
tank. This brings our total storage Capacity to one 
million gallons. 


With all the construction and other increased 
expenses that we had, we were fortunate to hold 
Our tax increase to one dollar per thousand dollars 
of valuation. This was largely due to construction of 
new homes, other buildings, and some increased 
revenue from other sources. The total over-all in- 
crease in valuation for 1973 was approximately 
two and one-half million dollars. 


Another expense facing the Town is our town 
dump. July 1st, 1975 is the deadline for open burn- 
ing. Your Selectmen have spent considerable time 
Studying the situation. More research is still 
needed and any suggestions would be helpful. 
Some revenue sharing funds have been placed in 
a Savings account for this project. 


In the closing months of the year we began to 
feel the impact of the energy crisis. Fuel, gasoline 
and many other ‘tems necessary to operate a 


municipality, became scarce and expensive. The 
uncertainty of these items and the increase in 
costs will certainly be reflected in the budgets for 
the year 1974. 


The Planning Board, Conservation Commis- 
sion, Selectmen, other Town Officials and many 
citizens along with Bob Ward of the Upper Valley- 
Lake Sunapee Council spent many hours and 
several public meetings working on a zoning ordi- 
nance for our town. As yet, we have not been able 
to put together a zoning ordinance that we feel 
would be feasible to present to the people at Town 
Meeting in 1974. The time element was also a 
factor, as it is necessary to have two public hear- 
ings before an ordinance can be put to a vote by 
the people. 

At this time, we would like to make note of 
the loss of Georgia E. Roach who passed away on 
January 1, 1974. She was a devoted citizen and 
town official, having served many years as tax 
collector and overseer of public welfare. We wish 
to express the Town’s sympathy to her family. 


In closing, we wish to thank all other elected 
officials, department heads, the various commis- 
sions, boards and town personnel for their cooper- 
ation and assistance during the past year. This is 
greatly appreciated by your Selectmen. 


We welcome any suggestions or help for our 
common effort. Again — thank you!

YOUR REPRESENTATIVE REPORTS 

The last legislative session was a busy one. I 
was appointed to two committees: Constitu- 
tional Revision and Claims, Military and Vete- 
ran Affairs. In order to keep up with the vast 
number of bills in committees effecting towns 
and cities I used the services of two research 
assistants from the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association. 

Being a strong believer of home rule I worked 
to stop passage of all bills that would erode the 
tax base or give the state the powers that should 
remain at the local level. I introduced and got 
enacted HB 755 conferring immunity on city 
and town officials. 

Other bills I either cosponsored or worked to 
ass for the good ot local government: HB 686 — 
Towns have lein for uncollected property taxes 
on houses, trailers and mobile homes. 

HB 851 — Emergency zoning bill which gives 
towsn and cities some control over developers. 

I worked with Representative Nutt of 
Hanover to keep the resident tax monies in the 
cities and towns. I hepled pass SB 104 — the 
Guid Forest bill. I was responsible for killing HB 
500 — a very restrictive bill which would give 
the management of cities and towns and the 
school boards no power to negotiate with emp- 
loyees. 

On many occasions I have met with the gov- 
ernor to discuss municipal problems which 
seem to compound every year. I met with the 
governor and Commissioner Duval on the prob- 
lems of our public works department in getting 
used to OSHA type regulations and getting help 
through educational process concerning the en- 
forcement of them, thus eliminating fines. 

As Finance Chairman of our county delega- 
tion, I am working to see that our tax dollars are 
spent for fullest value.

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges forthe 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Treasurer, Auditors and Committees 
and/or other officers heretofore chosen. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for Expenses of General Town Government; Town Officers’ Salaries $12,500.00; 
Town Officers’ Expenses $12,500.00; Election and Registration $1,500.00; Social Security 
and Retirement Insurance $12,000.00; Repairs and Expenses of Town Property $7,000.00;

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the protection of persons and property; Police Department $37,621.00; Fire 
Department $14,225.00; Dog Damage $750.00 and Civil Defense $200.00, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the health and sanitation, including the Nurse Association $7,000.00; Vital 
Statistics $50.00; Health Officer $5,000.00; Newport Hospital and New London Hospital 
$1,500.00; Care of the Town Dump $4,500.00; Special Survey of the Lakes and Ponds 
$250.00; Collection of Garbage $2,200.00; and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for the repair of Highways and Bridges; Town Maintenance Summer $50,300.00; 
Town Maintenance Winter $41,700.00; Machinery Maintenance $15,000.00; Street Light- 
ing $8,000.00; Town Road Aid $922.60; General Expenses and Road Oil $27,000.00, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise the sum of $6,700.00 for insurance fringe 
benefits for all full-time employees and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money; Information Booth $1,500.00; Dartmouth Lake Sunapee Region $381.00; Lebanon 
Regional Airport $625.00; Band Concerts $1,600.00 to be held at the Georges Mills and 
Sunapee Harbor, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE10. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,276.80, for 
the maintenance of the Abbott Library and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee if the Town will authorize its Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes for the year 1974-75, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following sums of 
money for Town Poor $3,500.00; Soldiers’ Aid and Old Age Assistance $500.00; and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise the sum of $750.00 for the Planning Board 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,520.00 for 
the Recreation Committee and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 for the 
Conservation Commission, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for 
the General Maintenance of the Cemeteries and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise an appropriate the sum of $22,000.00 to 
operate and maintain the Water Department, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. Toseeifthe Town will vote to raise the sum of $2,500.00 for the Town Garage 
Note, $2,000.00 for the Fire Department Note, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2,500.00 for the Interest on 
Temporary Loans, and $500.00 for the Interest on Long Term Notes and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $3,500.00 to assess any new 
buildings and those buildings that were not completed in the 1973 program and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to 
complete the parking area on the Burkehaven Hill Road side of the Ben Mere Area. Such 
sum to be spent if matching funds are approved and allowed by the N.H. Dept. of Resources 
and Economic Development and to pass any other vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to spend the sum of 
$14,077.50 to be used for the improvement of highways and bridges. This is a State subsidy 
in accordance with Chapter 241, Section 14 RSA. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to continue its membership in the regional 
planning commission, now organized and named the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council, 
and to appropriate the sum of $1,170.00 as the town’s share of the annual operating 
expenses of the regional planning commission to be used in conjunction with other state 
and federal funds available for planning purposes. 


ARTICLE24. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,000.00 for 
the operation and maintenance of the Sewer Department in anticipation of income and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise $3,656.00 to help finance the Newport 
Ambulance Service, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $67,500.00 for 
payment on the Sewer Bonds and $93,275.00 for Bond Interest, $44,645.00 of this amount 
to be refunded to the Town through a State Aid Grant, and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 27. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $31,750.00 to 
amortize the payment and interest of the Water Construction, $20,000.00 of.Water De- 
partment income to be applied to payment of the above amount, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700.00 to 
install year around water in the Sunny Knoll Improvement Association at Georges Mills. 
This amount to defray 50% of the cost of converting present summer water to year around 
water. Any unexpended funds to revert to the General Fund and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following ordinance respecting the 
restraining of dogs; A.) Any dog or dogs owned or kept in the Town of Sunapee shall at all 
times when within the limits of said Town and not upon or within the premises of property 
of its owner or keeper be restrained from running at large. B.) Any owner or keeper of a dog 
found in violation of this ordinance shall for each violation thereof be subject to a fine not 
in excess of Ten Dollars. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to apply, contract for and 
accept grants of Federal or State Aid, or both, as may be available and to do all things 
necessary to apply, contract and accept the same relative to disaster assistance in the event 
that a disaster has been declared to have occurred within the Town by the President of the 
United States. 


ARTICLE 31. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate $9,980.00 to trade-in and 
purchase one dump truck, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 32. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to accept as a town highway a certain road which 
runs off Youngs Hill Road into the Youngs Hill Land Corp. so-called and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 33. Toseeifthe Town will vote to accept, at no cost to the Town, from the owners 
thereof a certain right of way known as Penacook Path asa public highway and as shown on 
a Plan as recorded in the Sullivan County Registry of Deeds, Plan No. 34, Pocket 10, Folder 
4 and beginning on the Westerly side of Nutting Road and extending Westerly and 
Southerly approximately 2,600 feet to a cul-de-sac, and being 50 feet in width. 


ARTICLE 34. Toseeifthe Town will vote to accept, at no cost to the Town, from the owners 
thereof a certain right of way known as Sioux Path as a public highway and as shown on a 
Plan as recorded in the Sullivan County Registry of Deeds, Plan No. 34, Pocket 10, Folder 4 
and beginning at Penacook Path between Lots No. 15 and 16 as shown on said Plan and 
running Southerly and Westerly approximately 1,600 feet to a cul-de-sac, and being 50 feet 
in width. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $300.00 to rebuild the chimneys 
on the Abbott Library and the sum of $350.00 to do interior painting on the basement walls 
of the Abbott Library and authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972. 
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ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal from the Revenue 
Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972 for use as set-offs against budgeted apropriations, and pass any vote relating thereto.

WATER-SEWER COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1973 


During the past year the separate Water and 
Sewer Commissions were combined into a 
single Commission to be composed of the cur- 
rent six members and one additional member to 
be elected at Town Meeting, March 1974. This 
combination was effected in September of 1973 
with approval of the State Legislature. 

A regular meeting date and place were estab- 
lished, to be the last Thursday of each month at 
7:30: P.M. at the Town Office. Officers of the 
Commission were elected. 

The Commission was fortunate to secure the 
full time services of Mr. Ernest Cutting, II as 
Superintendent of the Department and of Mr. 
Charles Bostrom as Supervisor of the Sewage 
Treatment Plant. Mr. Bostrom is also assisting 
in regular maintenence work of the Depart- 
ment. 

During the year approximately 5000, feet of 
new water main was installed and soon will be 
inspected for final approval and a new steel 
seven hundred thousand gallon capacity reser- 
voir was built. 

The Commission has addressed itself, in 
Cooperation with the Selectmen, to the ques- 
tion of water and sewer construction and an

ABBOTT LIBRARY REPORT — 1973 
The library is now open 23 hours per week: 

Monday | to 8 PM. 

Wednesday | to 8 PM. 

Thursday 10:30 AM. to 2:30 P.M. 

Friday 1 to 6 PM. 


The Thursday hours were initiated on April 
lst and we now have a pre-school story time at 
10:30 on Thursdays on a year round basis. In 
addition to this the services offered by the Lib- 
rary include: telephone service information, re- 
fernece requests, renewals and for inter-library 
loans; a swap shelf of paper-backs; a pattern 
exchange for people who sew; talking books and 
talking book machines for anyone who for any 
reason cannot use printed material; a book de- 
livery for shut-ins; books in large print; a copy- 
ing service and a revolving collection of new 
adult fiction and non-fiction which includes 
most of the current best sellers. 

Improvements this year have included drain- 
age work done to prevent seepage in the 
children’s room, an ice-cap on- the front roof, a 
hot water heater, a three-section stack and a 
small office refrigerator was donated by a patron 
of the Library. The Sunapee Woman’s Club do- 
nated $30 and the Friends of the Library donated 
$100 for books this year. The Friends of the 
Library also sponsored the Little Red Wagon, a 
children’s theatre group from the University of 
New Hampshire and the Friends conducted a 
flea market and catered for two wedding recep- 
tions to earn money for their projects. 

The Sunapee Woman’s Club hold their bi- 
monthly business meeting and the Sunapee His- 
torical Society their quarterly meetings at the 
Library. 

The TASC project was concluded on October 
Ist for lack of federal funds. This project had 
operated for two years as a cooperative project 
with the libraries of Charlestown, Claremont, 
Newport, and Sunapee and furnished library 
services to the elderly. The office equipment 
was divided among the participating libraries 
and the Abbott Library received the typewriter, 
stand and office chair and $400 in books. 

I have attended the quarterly meetings of the 
District Advisory Council, the New Hampshire 
Library Association Spring Conference and the 
New England Library Association Fall Confer- 
ence and attend the monthly meetings of the 
New Hampshire Library Association Executive 
Board. I received a certificate of graduation from 
the University of New Hampshire Division of 
Continuing Education in July for Completion of 
the eight courses in Public Library Techniques 
which represents 200 hours of classroom in- 
struction. 


The library collection is constantly being 
added to and improved and the children’s collec- 
tion is greatly expanded. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Board 
of Library Trustees for all the assistance they 
have given me.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board this year has worked 
closely with the Upper Valley Planning and De- 
velopment Council. Many surrounding towns 
are facing similar difficulties and with the help 
of Robert Ward the Regional Director we have 
had urflimited guidance. Arthur Osborne is the 
Sunapee Planning Board’s representative on the 
Council. 

On July 20, 1973, the revised subdivision regu- 
lations became effective. Copies of these regula- 
tions are available at the Town Office. 

The Planning Board has continued to meet the 
third Tuesday of each month. These meetings 
are for subdivisions and questions related to our 
subdivision regulations. Forty lots were ap- 
proved this year. 

In addition to the monthly meetings we have 
held ten zoning meetings. Members of the Board 
have felt that a protective zoning ordinance is 
necessary to direct Sunapee’s growth. The Board 
met with the Selectmen, Conservation Com- 
mission and Robert Ward. Our first objective 
was a questionnaire which was given out to each 
Registered Voter in November 1973. The results 
of the questionnaire were in favor of zoning. 
Thirty volunteers signed up to help. These vol- 
unteers and Yeaders in town are now working 
with the Board on a Zoning ordinance. The Board 
plans to present an appropriate ordinance to the 
town this year.. 





INFORMATION BOOTH 

Heavy rains and roads being washed out ef- 
fected the first two weeks of our season. We had 
cars from 36 different states, and 6 Canadian 
provinces. Massachusetts represented a large 
percentage of the cars, then N.H., Conn., N.Y., 
N.J., Pa., Vt., and R.I. We had a total of 1,074 
phone calls.

REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN 

and DISTRICT CHIEF 

The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is 
represented in every town, city or unorganized 
place in our state by the forest fire warden. Any- 
one wishing to kindle an outside fire when the 
ground is not covered with snow must first ob- 
tain the written permission of the fire warden. 
Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled 
between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a 
commercial or industrial burn or it is raining. 
The fire warden is assisted in his work by the 
District Forest Fire Chief who works for the 
Department of Resources and Economic De- 
velopment Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most 
important part of the Forest Fire Warden’s job. 
Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the 
fires caused by smoking, debris burning and 
children. Smokey the Bear is an important pre- 
vention tool but he still needs much help from 
the public. Parents should warn their children of 
the hazards of playing with matches. Children 
tend to forget that a lighted match held in their 
hand is a potential forest fire.

1973 REPORT OF THE 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 

Your commission is pleased to report the 
highlights of its activities in the general area of 
conservation, some of which are assigned by 
law. 

Since federal funds were not available to assist 
cooperatively with the weeding and thinning of 
the forest area of Dewey Woods and Ledge Pond, 
it was decided expedient to suspend the project 
temporarily. The decision was made on advice of 
Stanley Rastallis of the New England Forestry 
Foundation. 

At a conference of the Selectmen and the Re- 
creation Committee the commission relin- 
quished its control of the open land in Dewey 
Woods to facilitate the development of a 
baseball park. 

Late in the year an Emergency Fuel Project 
was initiated and at this writing plans call for 
extending the privilege to the citizens of 

Sunapee: to take wood from the Dewey forest 
on a controlled basis. 

Delving into a study of Conservation and edu- 
cation possibilities at Coffin Park, the Commis- 
sion employed Stanley Rastallis to survey and 
prepare a map of the area so the boundaries 
would be clear. With this survey it will be possi- 
ble to cooperate with a park committee in de- 
veloping the park to is fullest potential. Mem- 
bers mowed the area and took down a clump of 
déad trees. 

In progress is the development of a suitable 
sign to be placed at the entrance to the Richard 
Webb forest which the town and commission 
has under easement for the use of the residents 
of Sunapee. Two tours of the area were con- 
ducted in which the commission cooperated; 


one of county wide scope with Joseph Synmijko,. 


County Extension Forester, and the other with a 
small group of Dartmouth students involved in 
environmental! studies. 

Progress has been made in enlarging the Con- 
servation Library of reference material now in 
file at the town office. Hopefully this literature 
will be of value to the students and adults con- 
cerned with a wide range of topics. 

Nearing completion is a slide show with 
commentary developed locally for use by 
schools and civic groups. Its purpose is to enligh- 
ten and encourage an increasing number of our 
residents to become conservation minded. 

The last session of the legislature made it pos- 
sible for Conservation Commissions to have an 
input, if they desire, on dredge and fill applica- 
tions. As of December 31, six have been investi- 
gated by the commission. 

A brief look at next years plans include studies 
and additional mapping of town land, coopera- 


tion with the Soil Conservation Service in the 
preparation ofsoils maps, and the devotion of 
more time to investigating problems of en- 
vironmental nature. 
The commission appreciates the fine coopera- 
tion of the town officials.

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Excerpts from the Engineer’s Report of the Fire 
Dept. from Old Town Reports: 


1906 — ‘The property used and occupied by the 
department consists of 3 houses, 3 fire pumps, 3 
hose wagons, 3 sleds, hook & ladder truck, about 
150 ft. of ladder, about 3,000 ft. of lined & un- 
lined hose, 60 oil skin coats & hats, and two 
“Pony” chemical fire extinguishers, etc.” 


1907 — “The hook & ladder truck, which is a 
relic of ““ye olden days” broke down twice, once 
while out for practice and once when responding 
tOfantire alain 

1914 — “Owing to the demands from property 
owners outside of the fire limits there was added 
to the department the past year a 35 gal. chemi- 
cal engine, 6 “Pony” extinguishers which can be 
taken to any part of the town.” 


1919 — “We are in bad shape in getting the 
apparatus to the scene of the fire at all times, 
when there was not a horse to be found.” 


1920 — “The central fire station has been 
painted one coat which improves the looks, but 
for the good of the building there ought to be 
another coat.” 


1921 — ‘The number of horses has been grow- 
ing less in the village for the past two or three 
years and now, in case of fire, we do not know 
whether there will be a horse to help or not.” 


1922 — “The Engineer’s purchased an Old- 
smobile combination fire truck, which was 
placed in commission the last of the summer, 
but, owing to the fact that there was no way of 
keeping the fire station warm, as soon as cold 
weather came, had to take it out of commis- 
sion.” 

1931 — “The first piece of motor apparatus 
bought by the town, in responding to an alarm in 
the early summer, broke down and it was 
deemed advisable to junk it. Anew Ford 1% ton 
truck was purchased.” 

1934 — ‘A motor truck has been installed in the 
central station to take the place of the old horse 
drawn wagon of Hose Co. No. 1.” 

1935 — “One improvement to the department 
was the procurring of rubber coats, thus protect- 
ing the men from getting wet and perhaps from 
spoiling a good suit of clothes.” 

1937 — “In submitting this report of the Fire 
Department for the year ending Dec. 31, 1936, 
we are glad to report that there has not been a 
large amount of property destroyed by fire. 
There were three buildings involved, which 
were total losses, and one set of buildings quite 
badly damaged. One life was lost in the fire at 
Georges Mills which destroyed a summer cot- 
tage, which was a very sad accident. During the 
year, there was a motor hook and ladder truck 
installed at the central station, which was 
needed very much.”

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Sunapee: 
The enrollment for the school year 1973-74 is 
401 — divided as follows: 


Elementary (Grades 1-6) 195 
Junior High (Grades 7-8) 68 
Senior High (Grades 9-12) 138 


PRESENT SCHOOL YEAR 


We are operating this year under severe space 
restrictions and attempting to do as good a job as 
possible within the existing limitations. 

In addition to their regular duties, the Sunapee 
staff is involved in a year of planning and prep- 
arations for the school program that will emerge 
next year with the opening of the new building 
for Grade 7-12 and the conversion of the Central 
School to an elementary plant for Grades 1-6. 

Dr. Charles Ashley, of the Education Depart- 
ment of the University of New Hampshire, has 
been engaged as a Consultant to work with the 
staff on educational needs and curriculum. 
Some results will be seen in the 1974-75 budget 
although the over-all curriculum expansion will 
become more apparent in subsequent years as 
we are better able to make use of the additional 
school plant. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 
NEW BUILDING 


April 27, 1973 

Five contractors submitted bids for the new 
school with Bion E. Reynolds Contracting, Inc. 
of Concord, New Hampshire, submitting the 
lowest bid — which was within the architect’s 
estimate. 
May 16, 1973 

At an adjourned School District Meeting, a 
bond issue of $1,175,000 was passed for a new 
Junior — Senior High School by a vote of 335 to 
1028 
June 7, 1973 

Ground-breaking Ceremonies were held — 
including members of the Sophomore Class 
(They will enter the new building as Seniors) 
June 15, 1973 

A contract was finalized with Bion E. 
Reynolds Contracting, Inc. 
August 9, 1973 

Bids on the $1,175,00 bond issue were opened 
at the First National Bank of Boston. The bonds 
were sold at an interest rate of 5.85%. 
October — November 1973 

Bids on furnishing and equipment were sent 
out and purchase orders have been processed for 
summer delivery. (The bulk of this very exten- 


sive work has been handled by Assistant 
Superintendent John H. Sokul and Principal 
David Sherburne). 
February 1, 1974 
Construction is considered slightly behind 
the original time-table, but the contractor ex- 
pects to finish on schedule. 
July — August 1974 . 
Equipment is scheduled for delivery and in- 
stallation. 
August 1, 1974 
Estimated completion date. 
September 1974 
Planned occupancy for Grades 7-12 for 
1974-75 School Year. 


1974-75 — STAFF 


The two building set-up calls for several 
changes in staff assignments. Some of these in- 
clude: 

Principal will have over-all responsibility for 
both buildings — Grades 1-12. 

Assistant to the Principal for Grades 7-12 and 
Math Assistant to Principal for Grades 1-6. 
(An elementary teacher will be employed 
part-time to permit a regular staff members to 
perform these duties). 

Present Industrial Arts/Driver Education 
teacher will handle Work Study Program, 
Drafting, and Guidance. 

Present Business Education/Librarian Staff 
Member will become Librarian for both build- 
ings. 

Additional elementary teacher to provide eight 
divisions for six grades. 

Additional Business Education/English teacher 
to provide an expansion in business education 
subjects. 

Additional teacher for Industrial Arts/Driver 
Education. 

One additional aide for the High School Library.

With the new school in operation, cooking for 
both buildings will be done at the-High School 
with the food transported to the Elementary 
school. Mrs. Reta Morse, who is completing 
twenty years as Manager of one of the most 
successful programs in New Hampshire, will be 
in charge of the programs at both schools. Her 
talents and services have been recognized 
beyond Sunapee and New Hampshire as she is 
presently a nominee to the Executive Council of 
the nation-wide American School Food Service 
Association. 


CONCLUSION 


The tremendous effort of so many in the vari- 
ous stages of the construction program should 
not pass without mention. 

A special thanks is extended to the Selectmen, 
Building Review Committee, School Board, and 
the entire staff — professional and non- 
professional for their extra work and effort. 

We could not have a new building without the 
understanding, patience, confidence, and sup- 
port of the citizens of Sunapee. This is greatly 
appreciated.

The largest Farmers Home Administration loan ever made for a community water and sewerage 
project in New England was closed on July 18, 1973 when the Selectmen of Sunapee, New Hampshire, 
were handed two checks totaling $2,283,000 by FHA County Supervisor, William P. Haubrich. 

The funds are bring used to finance the local share of a new water tank and about 1.5 miles of water 
mains and to construct a new secondary water pollution control facility and ten miles of sewers. The 
new treatment plant will eliminate a health hazard caused by discharges of sewage to the Sugar River 
and help protect the Class A quality of Lake Sunapee, the Town’s water supply.
